The question of attacking the Darda- 
nelles was, on the initiative of Mr. 
Churchill, brought under the considera- 
tion of the War Council Nov. 2, 1914, 
as the ideal method of defending Dgypt. 
It may reasonably be assumed that in- 
asmuch as all the authorities concerned 
were prima facie in favor of a joint 
military, rather than a purely naval at- 
tack, such an attack, if undertaken, at 
all, would have been of the former 
rather than of the latter character had 
not other circumstances Je dto a modifi- 
cation of the program.

EMPLOYE ADMITS 
AILLING DEALER IN 


William Townley Tells Police He 
Hit Abraham Gallant With 
Piece of Scantling. 


HE HAD BEEN DRINKING 


Employer Upbraided Him and 
Refused to Advance Him More 
Money to Buy Liquor. 


William Townley, 29 years old, of 915A 
North Nineteenth street, confessed to 
the police-this afternoon that he killed 
his employer, Abraham Gallant of 4032 
Castleman avenue, dealer in second - 
hend bags, in, Gallant’s store at 2602 
Wash street, yesterday morning. He 
vas drunk, and beat Gallant to death 
with a board because Gallant complained 
of his drinking. 

Gallant was 60 years old and was the 
father of C. Lew Gallant, a past Exalt- 
=a Ruler of the local Elks lodge. 

Townley had been under arrest since 
Gillant was found dying in his store. 
Ht insisted yesterday that he knew 
m:-hing of the killing, but at the noon 
inspection of prisoners today he volun- 
tecred a confession. 

Angry Words Between Two. 

Townley said his pay was $2 a day, 
and that he had been drawing ad- 
vances, in dimes and quarters for the 
purpose of buying whisky. The evening 
before the killing, he said, Gallant re- 
fused to make an advance to him, and 
they had angry words, whicli were con- 
tinued in the morning. 

J got to work at 7 o'clock Yesterday 
morning.“ said Townley. “I had had a 
few drinks of whisky. The old man 
began on me. ‘You've been drinking 
again,’ he said. ‘The same old stuff. 
If you don’t quit drinking, I'm going 
to arrange to give half your pay to 
your wife.’ 

“The old man was angry. He caine 
toward me with. his hand in his pocket. 
I took a piece of 2 by 4 scantling, about 
3 feet long, and hit) him over the head. 
He fell and I hit him again. 

»The first thing I thought of was tod 
get away, and to take his money to pay 
Im way. I pplled hie wallet out of his 
hip pocket. It was A leather bill fold,

sewer opening at the northeast corner 
of Twenty-second street and Franklin 
evenue. I went home and told my wife, 
and she advised me to tell the police. 

Tcewnley said he then went to the 
drug store of Mrs. Fannie Jacobs, 
daughter of Gallant, at 1401 Franklin 
“avenue, and told the clerk that Gallant 
hed been hurt. He went back to the 
piace and was there when Dr. Jacobs, 
son-in-law of Gallant, arrived and called 
pelicemen. 

Took Gallant's Purse. 

A small purse containing 26 cents 
which had belonged to Gallant, was 
found, and Townley admitted that he 
had taken this also. Gallant's knife, 
closed, was several feet from the body, 
and Townley professed to believe that 
Gallant had “drawn” the knife on him. 

When Townley was arrested, he was 
stanfing outside by Gallant's horse and 
wagon. The policemen ‘say he was 
drunk at that time. He has lived in 
St. Louis about a year, and formerly 
worked on a farm near Des Arc, Mo.

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Deposing of Stone 
The Case of Charles Sumner. 


I 


Sumner, be it remembered, was no or- 
dinary politician thrown by accident into 
thst postition of great responsibility; on 
the contrary, he was one of an able and 
be Ultant coterie of statesmen who dis- 
tiaguished that period of our history. 
For 10 years, including the trying period 
of our Civil War, he had discharged the 
duties of the chairmanship of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee with 
ecusummate ability. Able though he 
was, he had a peculiar facility for mak- 
ing enemies whom he never sought to 
plu cate. 
Cause of Sumner Ouster. 

The case of Sumner is not comparable 
to that of Stone in the element of dis- 
loyalty to the high traditions of the 
ration; if anything, Sumner erred in an 
overstrenuous assertion of our national 
rights. While the immediate cause of 
his disappearance from the Foreign Re 
lations Committee was his unalterable 
cpposition to Grant’s pet scheme to an- 
nex San Domingo, he had sorely tried 
the President's patience in refusing to 
consider the Alabama claims treaty, ne- 
got by Reverdy Johnson, which 
wal all “indirect” claims. 

There was but one basis upon 

which Sumner would consider a 
treaty settlement with Great Britain, 
he told the President, and that was 
the complete withdrawal of Great 
Britain from North America. We 
must have Canada as an offset for 
British unneutrality during our Civil 
War, he insisted. 
For some time before the opening 
of the new session off Congress on 
March 4, 1871, public sentiment had 
been growing in opposition to Sum- 
ner’s continuance as chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee. 
The occupant of this post is a sort 
of second Secretary of State. Sum- 
ner was no longer on speaking terms 
with Grant or his Secretary of State, 
Hamilton Fish. 

Whether the Republican caucus, in 
formulating the committees for the 
new session, would dare to defy the 
usage under which Sumner should re. 
main was not known until March 10, 
when Senator Howe of Wisconsin 
presented the caucus report and 
moved that the list of committees be 
elected en bloc. Sumner’s was the 
first name on the list, but he had 
been shifted to the chairmanship of 
the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections. 


Carl Surg Took Part. 
Senator Howe asked wnanimous 


consent that Senate rule 35 de 
waived, so that the elections might 
occur by yeas and nays, instead of 
separately by ballot.

F the Democratic majority in the United States Senate is responsive to 
the widespread demand for the removal of Senator William J. Stone 
from the chairmanship of the Foreign Relations Committee, it can find 

an ample precedent in the elimination of Charles Sumner of Massachusetts 

from that position in 1871, fer much less cause. 


this service I have a right to expect 
that my associates in this chamber will 
not impose upon me a new class of 
duties when I expressly say that they 
are not welcome to me.” 

A vote was taken, sustaining Sum- 
ner’s request. 

Schurz was again on his feet with a 
strategic motion to postpone action, 
saying he hoped to reconcile the well 
known disagreement over the commit- 
tees. In Sumnér’s place on the Foreign 
Relations Committee, Simon Cameron, 
Lincoln's Secretary of War, had been 
substituted. Schurz compared the two 
men and demanded to know the reason 
for humiliating Senator Sumner.“ 

Senator Howe answered, saying that 
the relations between Sumner and the 
President and Secretary of State, Ham- 
Uton Fish, were such as to preclude all 
social intercourse between them; that 
Sumner refused to converse with them 
and it was deemed best that the chair- 
man of the committee be at least on 
speaking terms. 


Blunder, Declared Schurz. 
Schurz declared that this was not true 


as to their official relations; that it 
made no difference what their personal 
relations were, that for three years, as 
everyone knew, Sumner did not speak 
to President Andrew Johnson, but it 
made no difference in the discharge of 
official business. This action was not 
only a wrong, it was a blunder,“ he 
said. 7 


Schurz then launched into bitter crit- 
icism of the Senate for “bending the 
knee to the executive and doing his 
bidding.“ The stated reason for Sum- 
ner’s elimination, he asserted, was not 
the real one. It was all on account of 
San Domingo, that Pandora’s box of 
evil.“ 


Senator Edmunds of Vermont, re- 
proved Schurz for imputing false motives 
to the members. Every station and of- 
fice in the Senate, he said, terminates 
every two years, under the rules, Atl 
occupants of committee positions cease 
to hold them and no man has a right to 
a chairmanship. The Senate is a repub- 
lican body, working under the majority 
rule. That changes should occur from 
time to time was as necessary as it was 
desirable. 

Nevertheless, Schurz resumed his de- 
fense, insisting that the President had 
exerted his influence upon members to 
‘strike down’’ their deserving colleague. 
After this had gone on for several hours, 
Senator Tipton sought to accomplish 
what Schurz had failed in by moving to 
adjourn, from which there is no escape 
in parliamentary law. The vote stood 
28 to 28, and the motion was lost. 

A little later Schurz moved for an ad- 
journment, but the motion failed, this 
time by 32 nays to only 19 yeas. Realiz- 
ing that further efforts were hopeless, 
Schurz and Sumner, with a score of oth- 
ers, left the chamber. When the origina! 
motion to elect the new committees fi- 
nally came to a vote, it was adopted, 33 
to 9, with 2% absentees. 

Case of William J. Stone. 

On March 4 last all of the Senate 
committees were vacated by the close of 
the session and must de reappointed 
by the Democratic caucus and re-elected 
by the Senate. It would appear an easy 
matter to transfer Stone to K opened 
committee, but, it is not, owing the 
rotency of the usage that has grown 
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ice. 
When Stone was assigned to the For- 
Committee by the minor- 


ocrat, Who had previously served on 
the committee, was the ranking minority 
member. When the Democrats became 
the majority party under President Wil- 
son, Senator Bacon became chairman 
of the committee as the ranking Dem- 
ocratic member in point of service on 
the committee. When Senator Bacon 
died, Stone, as the next in line, became 
chairman. 

These successions are looked upon as 
being as sacred as any other inher- 
itances. The fact that the legatee has 
rare abilitg or none at all doesn't enter 
into the ter. The test is not one of 
fitness; it is rather one of longevity, 
coupled with the ability to retain the 
favor of the constituents back home. 

Nevertheless, that the majosity party 
in the Senate can be forced to respond 
to public opinion and make en excep- 
tion to the usage is clearly f)lustrated 
in the case of Sumner.

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German Member of Minnesota 
Company Gets Five Vears 
for Letter to Mother. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., March 8~—The 
letter, the writing of which resulted in 


Paul Scharfenberg. a private in I. Com- 


pany, First Minnesota Infantry, recent. 
ly being sentenced to five years’ impris- 
onment at Fort Leavenworth, has be- 
come public here. To hell with Amer- 
ica,” “They are after President Wilson, 
the common scoundrel,” and “I and 
100. 00 other German reservists’ hope 
that Germany will come over here and 
smash this country,“ are prominent 
passages in the epistle. It was written 
in German and. was translated for the 
trial. Schartenberger is held in the 
Fort Sam Houston stockade here wait- 
ing to be transferred to the Leaven- 
worth prison. 

Scharfenberg was tried some time ago, 
but the results of the courtmartial have 
just been passed upon, filed and ‘‘pub- 
lished.“ 

He was found guilty of two charges, 
furnishing military information to Ger- 
many and of using “contemptuous and 
disrespectful language against the Pres- 
ident of the United States and the coun- 
try.“ 

An extract from the letter follows: 

But one good thing is that the Ger- 
man-Americans hold today the ground 
closer than formerly. The war brings 


this on. They are after President Wii- 
san. He will never be President again, 
the common scoundrel.” 


People here are all afraid that Ger- 

many after the war will come over here 
and smash this country, because of its 
unneutrality. I wish that may come to 
pass. One hundred thousand German re- 
servists are ready waiting here for that. 
They all hate this land, all who are of 
German extraction. I have already my- 
self been enough annoyed. 
To hell with America! Have no fear. 
I can come back any time and can come 
out of the army. It is not as it is in 
Germany.“ 

Scharfenberg was taken into custody 
while his regiment was at Camp Wilson. 
The letter, addressed to his mother in 
Germany, was interceptetd by the Brit- 
ish, it is understood and sent to the 
United States Government. It was turned 
over to the War Department and sent to 
the late Gen. Funston at Southern De- 
partment Headquarters for investigation. 
The regiment had only recently been or- 
dered to this city from Liano Grande, at 
which point, last September, the letter 
was written.

Mayor Kiel expected to have a bridge 
bond issue submitted to the people im- 
mediately after he took office, but 
lacked a definite program, and advo- 
cated first one scheme then another, 
until at the end of the first year 
of his administration affairs were in 
such a snarl that the business organi- 
zations of the city united to force a 
bond issue election for the completion 
of the bridge This was done by in- 
voking the intattve, which resulted in 
an election being called in November, 
1914, at which the bridge bond issue of 
$2,750,000 was passed by a vote of seven 
t one. Mayor Kiel was one of the Most 
earnest workers fo rthe bond issues. 


It was the understanding that Kiel, 
upon taking office, would advocate the 
repeal of the Reber, or present rail- 
road approach, and also the Southern 
Traction franchise. He was advised by 
the law department that neither could 
be done. He then became an advocate 
of what was known as the Alton & 
Mississippi approach, which was a land 
speculating scheme, promoted by poli- 
tielans and real estate men. The House 
of Delegates advocated one plan, the 
Council another, with the Mayor wob- 
bling first from one plan to another. 

The Post-Dispatch exposed the Alton 
& Mississippi scheme, showing that a 
Republican politician held the mort- 
gage on the strip of land used as the fr 
capital stock of the promoting corpore- 
tion, and also exposed Jeptha D. Howe's 
contract with the Southern Traction 
Co., under which the former Republican 
boss was to get a cash fee of $300,000 for 
having procured the franchise. These 
exposures cleared the atmosphere, fore- 
ing the abandonment of the Alton & 
Mississippi land grabbing scheme, and 
the repeal of the Southern Traction 
franchise. With these schemes out of 
the way, the bridge bonds were passed 
with the very small dissenting vote. 

Following the passage of the bond is- 
sue, there Was nothing left to do but to 
sell the bonds and proceed with the 
work, all of which had been planned 
before Mayor Kiel’s section. 

Mayor Kiel was a sincere and earnest 
advocate of the new charter, and con- 
tributed much toward its adoption by 
the people. The charter was written and 
submitted by a Board of Freeholders, 
chosen at the same election at which he 
won the mayorality.

AND 107 MEN PERISH 


Submarine Crew Said to Have Uareé 

‘Mediterranean Patrol Vessel sur- 
vivers and Fired on Them. 

PARIS, March &—The torpedo boat 
destroyer, Cassini, of the Mediterranean 
patrol service, was torpedoed by 4 sub- 
marine on Feb. 28. according to the or- 
ficial announcement, the vessel sank in 
two minutes, the powder magazine hav- 
ing exploded, and the Captain, six other 
officers and 100 of the crew perished. 

The text of the announcement reads: 

“The torpedo boat destroyer, Cassini, 
of the Mediterranean patrol service was 
submarined Feb. 28 at 1 a. m. The pow- 
der magazine having exploded, the vessel 
sank in less than two minutes. The Cap- 
tain, six officers and 100 of the crew 
perished. Two officers and 32 of the 
crew were saved. 

, According to testimony of the surviv- 
ors, who during the night sought to at- 
tain floating rafts, the shout of ap- 
proach, comrades!” could be heard. An 
instant later they perceived an enemy 
submarine, which fired a gun or machine 
gun.

IN KANSAS CITY 


He Should Resign the Chair- 
manship, Says Head of Demo- 
cratic Committee. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 8.—Many 
of Kansas City’s well-known Democrats 
believe Senator William J. Stone should 


resign as chairman of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, but they hesitate to 
express their views publicly. 

Shannon C. Douglas, chairman of the 
Democratic Committee, said: I don't 
thing Senator Stone should be on the 
Foreign Relations Committee, or chair- 
man of it, but I don’t care to make any 


statement or say anything that might 
cause friction.“

LONDON, March 8,—Five million dol- 
lars damage was done and 100,00 win- 


dows broken by the explosion in the 
east end of London on Jan. 19, aceord- 
ing to the current issue of Fire, a tech- 
nical publication, The building in which 
the explosion occurred disappeared, and 
an immense crater 100 feet by 0 feet 
deep was formed. 

“The triumph of ferro-concrete con- 
struction is the most striking feature 
of the catastrophe,” the paper says. 
“Not only have such structures within 
the explosion area withstood the effect 
of the air wave, but they came through 
the ordeal of fire successfully. 

“The metallic rods and laths within 
the concrete enabled the buildings to 
givé slightly to the air wave when tt 
struck the buildings; the window# caved 
in. The reverberating air entered and, 
expanding, passed through the opposite 
windows, therehy helping to straighten 
up the main structure again, although 
fire was left behind. Brick structure 
collapeed ignominiously, being pulled in- 
ward by the floor and roof joists and 
girders.” s

HOME RULE FIGHT 


Outcome of Meeting of John 
Redmond and Adherents | 
Awaited Anxiously. 


LONDON, March &—Pending a de- 
cision, which is to be taken at an ad- 
journed meeting of the Irish party this 
afternoon, the outcome of the new 
home rule crisis is regarded with the 
greatest uncertainty and no little anx- 
jety. Whether the exit of John Red- 
mond and his followers from the House 
of Commons yesterday was spontaneous, 
or, as Unionists say. carefully organ- 


,ized beforehand for effect, it took the 
| House somewhat aback and has créated 


a situation which is regarded in some 


quarters as acute as at any period in 


the long-drawnout home rule fight. 

Speculation in the lobbies and polit- 
ical circlés concerning the next move 
of the Nationalists is exceedingly active, 
and the résult of today’s party meeting 
is eagerly awaited. : 

Alternative Courses Considered. 

The usually well-informed lobbyist of 
the Daily News says: 

“Some alternative courses of action 
were put before the mééting. These, 
which wiil be farther considered today, 
were, briefly, whether the party shall 
withdraw from Westminster altogether 
or stay, and if it shall stay how it 
shall act towards the Government. If 
it decides to stay it is regarded certain 
that it will be more hostile to the Gov- 
ernment.“ 

The Nationalists, the correspondent 
adds, consider the Premier’s speech was 
delivered to placate American and for- 


eign opinion and to put the Nationalist 


party in the wrong light. They thus 
consider, the correspondent concludes, 
that they have suffered a great injustice, 
and their attitude at the moment toward 
the offer of a commission is to brush 
aside the suggestion as unjust to their 
claims. 

The lobbyists for the Unionist news- 
papers describe the Nationalists as now 
in definite hostility toward the Govern- 
ment. The Morning Post’s correspondent 
says: Presumably they will do nothing 
to interfere with the prosecution of the 
war, but otherwise they will put as much 
sand as possible into the parliamentary 
ministerial machine.“ 

The Daily Telegraph's lobby corres- 
pondent goes so far as to say that it ts 
believed they will form an active oppo- 
sition and try to make the position of 
the Government untenable, with a view 
to forcing a general election. 

How Situation Ares. 

The new situation was brought about 
by the presentation by the Nationalists 
in the House of Commons last evening 
of a resolution calling for the immedi- 
ate application of the home rule statute 
to Ireland. One of the most bitter ses- 
sions in months was precipitated. The 
resolution forced the Government into a 
declaration of policy toward self-gov- 
ernment, namely, that any part of Ire- 
land that wished home rule could have 
it, but that no coercion would be em- 
ployed to compel Ulster to accept. The 
statement drew from the Ulsterites the 
declaration that they would not accept. 
This, coupled with the Government'e 
pronguncement, virtually crushed hopes 
for a speedy settlement. 


The Nationalists entered a conference 
immediately after they withdrew in 2 
body from the House, and it was this 
conference which adjourned to today. 

For more than an hour before the 
Nationalists left the House, the Pre- 


mier, Lloyd George, faced a whirlwind 
of angry censure from the Nationalist 


quarter, which at times forced him to 
take his seat because he could not 
make himself heard. He was called a 
“turncoat” on the home rule question, 
and one Nationalist exclaimed, “Hang- 
man Carson! He is only fit to be a 
hangman, not First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty.“ 

The Nationalist resolution was intro- 
duced by T. P. O'Connor, who sald the 
manner in which the Government 
handled the Irish rebellion had trans- 
formed a friendly people into one filled 
with bitter hatred against England. He 
pleaded that home rule should be put 
into operation immediately for the sake 
of Ireland and in the interests of En- 
gland, the empire and the allies. 

At one point in his address he paid 
tribute to the President of the United 
States, saying President Wilson had 
shown in his recent speeches and 
notes, that the United States recog- 
nized the rights of small nations and 
the principles of nationality. 

Thus far things had run smoothly, but 
Lord Lonsdale, speaking for the Union- 
ists, threw a wrench into the machinery 
by declaring that Ulster wanted nothing 
to do with home rule of this sort, and re- 
marking sarcastically, that his section of 
Ireland had furnished troops and money. 
from pure patriotism and without hope 
of gain for themselves. 

Premiere Suggestions. 

Premier Lloyd George followed with 
the pronouncement of the Government 
and, after stating that any part of 
Ireland that wanted home rule could 
have it, suggested two alternatives for 
the settlement of the differences de- 
t n the Irish factions. One was a 
conference of Irishmen and the other 
was the setting up of a commission of 
inquiry to report to the Government 
and Parliament. He was continually in- 
terrupted and greeted with angry jeers 
from the Nationalists, who accused him 
of deserting home rule. He: offered an 
amendment to the Nationalist resolu- 
tion to the effect that: : 

“This House would welcome any set- 
tlement which would produce a better 
understanding between Ireland and the 
rest of the United Kingdom, but con- 
Siders it impossible to impose by force 
on any section of Ireland a form ef 
government which has not their con- 
sent.”

damental facts of the Irish situation 
which were ignored by the controver- 
sialists, but whose recognition was eon - 
ditional to any possible settlement.

Lord Kitchener, 
who occupied a commanding position 
at the time the decision was taken, was 
in favor of the project. Both Lord 
Fisher and Sir Arthur Wilson would 
have preferred a joint naval and mili- 
tary attack, but they did not express. 
to the war council and were not asked 
4o express any opinion on the subject 
and offered no objection to naval oper- 
ations, as they considered them ex- 
perimental and such as could be dis- 
continued if the first results obtained 
were not satisfactory. 

ne commissioners think that there 
was an ‘obligation, first, on the First 
Lord; secondly, on the Prime Minister; 
thirdly, on one other member of the 
war council, to see that the views of 
the naval advisers were clearly But be- 
fore the council, and that the naval 
advisers should have expressed their 
views to the council, whether asked or 
not, it they considered the project 
which the council was about to adapt 
was impracticable from a naval point 


of view. 


Insufficient Investigation. 

„Looking at the position which exist- 
ed on Jan. 13, 1915, the commissioners 
do not think the war council were 
justified in coming to the decision with- 
out much fuller investigation of the 
proposition which had been suggested 
to them. The commissioners hold that 
the possibility of making a surprise 
amphibious attack on Gallipoli offered 

such great military and political ad- 
vantage that it was mistaken and ill- 
advised to sacrifice this possibility by 
deciding to undertake a purely naval 
attack which from its nature could not 
obtain completely the object set out 
in the terms of the decision. 

“The decision taken on the 16th to 
mess troops in the neighborhood of the 
Derdanelies marked a very critical 
stage of the whole operation. It ought 
to have been clear that when this was 
c.ce done, even if troops were not actu- 
ally landed, it would be apparent to the 
world that a serious attack was intend- 
ed, and a withdrawal could no longer 
be effected without running serious risk 
of loss of prestige. At that moment, as 
tume was all important, no compromise 
was possible between making an im- 
mediate and vigorous effort to insure 
at the Dardanelles by joint naval and 
military occupation and falling back on 
the original intention of desisting from 
oc naval attack if the experience gained 
during the bombardment were unsatis- 
factory. 

“On Feb. 2 Lord Kitchener decided 
that the Twenty-ninth Division, part of 
the troops, which by the decision of 
Feb. 16 were to be sent to the east, 
srculd not be sent at that time and Col. 
Fitzgerald instructed the Director of 
Naval Transport that transports for 
that division and the rest of, the expe- 
dittonary force would not be required. 
This was done without informing the 
First Lord, and the dispatch of troops 
was thus delayed three weeks. This de- 
lity greatty compromised the probdapi!- 
ity of success of the original attack by 
lui.d forces and materially increased the 
difficulties encountered in the Anal at- 
tack some months later. 

We consider that in view of the 
opinions expressed by the naval and 
military authorities on the spot, the 
decision to abandon the neva) attack 
after the bombardment of March 18 
was inevitable. There was no meeting 
of the war council between March 19 
and May 14. Meanwhile, important land 
operations were undertaken. 

Mis es Pointed Out. 

“We think that before such opera- 
tions were commenced the war council 
should have carefully reconsidered the 
whole position. In our opinion the J 
Prime Minister ought to have sum- 
moned a meeting of the war council 
for the purpose, and if not summoned, 
other members of the war council 
should have pressed for such a meet- 
ing. We think this was a serious omis- 
sion. We consider that the responsibil- 
ity of those members of the Cabinet 
who did not attend the meetings of 
the war council was limited to the 
fact that they delegated their author- 
ity to thelr colleagues who attended 
those meetings. a 

We are of the opinion that Lord 
Kitchener did not sufficiently avail him- 
self of the services of his general staff, 
with the result that more work was un- 
dertaken by him than it was possible 
for one man to do, and confusion and 
want of efficiency resulted. 

“We are unable to concur in the view 
set forth by Lord Fisher that it was his 
duty, if he differed from the chief of 
his. department, to maintain silence at 
the council or’resign. We think that the 

adoption of any such principle generally 
would tmpair the efficiency of public 
service, 

“We think that, although the main ob- 
ject was not attained, certain important 
political advantages, upon the nature of 
which we have already dwelt, were se- 
cured by the Dardanelles expedition. 
Whether these advantages were worth 
the joss of life and treasure involved, is 
and must always remain a matter of 
opinion."’

PASS THE ANNEXATION BILE. 


Louis this year has already been abandoned. The 
praspect of other legislation is frankly conceded 
to be unfavorable. in the limited period now re- 
maining to the lawmakers, their work must be of 
a selective type with large emphasis placed on rel- 
ative importance.

What are the women doing? 

Before the war d per cent of the fac- 
tory hands were women and 59 per cent 
men. Now the proportion is exactly re- 
versed. Within 18 months the number 
of women factory hands increased by 1 
million and a half. They are working

elevated and subway roads of Berlin 
have organized a force of women, and 
they act as conductors on street cars 
and omnibuses and drive cabs.

Expected America to Break Rela- 
tions as Result of Unrestricted 
Sea War. 


BERLIN, March 7, by wireless to 
Sayville—The Overseas News Agency 
today made public the following official 
statement concerning Germany’s plan 
to have Mexico engage in war with 
the United States if the United States 
should not remain neutral after the 
declaration of unrestricted submarine 
warfare by Germany: 

“The decision to begin the unrestrict- 
ed submarine war Feb. 1 having been 
taken, an eventual conflict with Amer- 
ica had to be considered, by reason of 
its previous attitude. The facts have 
proved that the surmise was justified, 
for the American Government, immedi- 
ately after our notification concerning 
the barred zone, broke off diplomatic 
relations, and, moreover, requested 
other neutral Powers to join in this 
course of action. In anticipation of this 
possibility it was not only the right, 
but also the duty of the Government to 
take measures in time to counterbal- 
ance the joining of an additional ally on 
the side of our enemies. 
“The Imperial Minister to Mexico was 
therefore instructed about the middle of 
January to offer an alliance to the Mex- 
ican Government and to arrange the de- 
tails in case the United States should 
declare war against us. The Minister 
was expressly charged to take no steps 
with the Mexican Government before 
he had obtained the absolute certainty 
that war had been declared by the 
United States. 

It is not known by what means the 
American Government acquired knowl-

LONDON, March 8—When Germany 
proclaimed war on the world’s com- 
merce, a month ago, she fondly expect- 
ed the big seaports of Great Britain 
would by now resemble a house of.

What I have found, 80 days later, in a 
trip to the world-famous docks of Lon- 
don, Liverpool and Manchester, makes 
a travesty of such German speculations. 

With precise regularity big steamers 
were adhering to schedules, whether 
their missions kept them entirely or 
vriefly in the war zone. There was the 
hum of dock traffic. 

I found no one, in high position or 
low, who did not recognize the serious 
drive the Germans were trying to make 
on commerce, but I also found no one 
who even for a moment contemplated 
any bowing of the knee to the Kaiser's 
edict. 

And as for food, I need only use the 
words of Capt. Bacon, chairman of the 
Manchester Ship Canal, to convey to
